The 
position of the Commercial reduced to its 
true level would seem to be that because a 
few Canadians drift into this State by rea- 
son of the higher wages paid here, we 
should at once as a remedy strike down 
the barrier that protects us from the free 
influx of Canadian products, the eflect of 
which would be to turn our market over 
the manufacturers, who, by reason of 
their cheap labor, would undersell us and 
thus force our wages down to the Cana- 
dian standard. 
That 
is 
a 
charming 


prospect foa the lab|^rs of Maine. 
This cry of the Democratic party further- 
more is entirely dishonest for as is shown 
by the Commercial what they seek is not 
theprotectinn of the laboring classes by a 
"restriction of immigration, but a removal 
of all tarifi" restrictions so that our work- 
men would be brought in direct competition 
with the cheap labor of foreign countries. 
That this is understood by the laboring 
men is shown by their enthusiastic support 
of the-j^-inciplcs of protection. They know 
that Eire condition of tbe working classes 
of thra country is a hundred fold better 
than ifhe laborers of free trade countries, 


by the American fleet; are taken on the 
ocean banks, mostly from twelve to four 
hundred miles from the shore. The Hall- 
fax award was one of the most outrageous 
frauds ever perpetrated on any nation; the 
purchase of the Maritime'.

the advocates of commercial union on this 
side of the line so much trouble are crery 
one an the Me of Canada. The Aryvs and 
I'mimcrcial have joined forces on this 
question, but to date the sum total of their 
efforts seem to have been to show the peo- 
ple of this State that commercial union 
with Canada is the last thing they want. 
The Commercial made n feeble attempt to 
break the force of THE WHIG'S comments 
on Mr. Gibson's interview, but when we 
brought the matter right home to Bangor's 
boot and shoe industry, it conveniently 
concluded to drop the question. 
' 


"Now, suppose there was no American 


fleet whose product regulates the market 
—then the Canadian having the monopoly 
of the entire ll?h business (which will be 
one of the results of reciprocity or com- 
mercial union) would place his own price 
on the mackerel, including duties which 
(under free trade) he puts in his own 
pocket. Who will care for the poor con- 
sumer then? 


"The history of the fisheries show that 


under no treaty or commercial union can 
ihe bait fisheries of Canada nnd Newfound- 
land be transferred to American fishermen. 
They are a shore and boat fishery, and 
they are the sole dependence of the local 
flshermen'engaged in this business for their 
living" they are the poor people who live 
in the coves ifnd bays along the rocky 
coasts and when under the treaty of Wash- 
ington, American vessels went Io with 
their immense sdines to take herring or 
squid for bait to carry to the immense 
French fleet on the Banks or to the French 
Island of St. 1'ierre and Miquelon, the 
people as one man rose up nnd fought; 
destroyed the seines and threatened the 
lives of tiie American fishermen. 


"At Fortunte Bay, Newfoundland, and 


Aspy Bay, Cape Breton, and wherever the 
American vessel sought to take bait in- 
stead of buying it, trouble occured, until 
recognizing the justic of the people's claim 
and the injustice of any attempt to convey 
these bait fisheries away from the poor 
fishermen of the coast by reciprocity or 
treaty, the American fishermen bought 
what they needed, saving the poor un- 
represented people from the outrage their 
own government would subject them to. 
Canada S)as nothing that the United States 
does not produce in abundance. Com- 
mercial union or reciprocity would simply 
bring British capital to Canada to operate 
against our industries."
